| ſo much the characteriſtic of a 


95 quack, that I ſhoald think it be- 


neath my notice. The world, I ſuppoſe, will 
take the liberty to criticiſe and rank me 
among the impoſtors that crewd this metro- 
polis: this gives me no concern, cenſure J 
deſpiſe ; my intention is to relieve my fel- 


low. creatures, and re ſcue their conſtituticns 
B trom 
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from Mercury and baſe compoſitions, the 
deſtruction of thouſands ! 


The opportunities T have had when I 
had the honour of attending ſome of his 
majeſty's forces, furniſhed me daily with 
a number of objects labouring under this 
dreadful malady, from the ſlighteſt infection 
to its moſt malignant ſtate. For ſome time 
I purſued the beaten path of practice, ſevere 
purging, mercurials, &c. &c. and really 
muſt confeſs my cures were tedious, and 
my patients obnoxious to themſelves and 
others. The ill effects this method of treat- 
ing venereal complaints met with, and ſtruck 
with compaſſion for mankind, was conſe- 
quently the cauſe of the deepeſt cogitations, 
I conſulted the opinions of authors of the 
firſt eminence, and by their aſſiſtance, and 
the experience I had obtained, I fabricated 
a remedy, which gave me more ſatisfaction, 
by expediting my cures, and that with 
greater eaſe to my patients than the preſent 
methods, which rather injure than afliſt the 
afflicted : animated with this ſucceſs, I, with 
the utmoſt aſſiduity in a ſeries of experi- 
ments, came to a perſect knowledge of the 
venereal infection, and method of cure; and 
baving with no ſmall pains acquired this 

| mild 
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mild efficacious compoſition, I gave it with 
the greateſt accuracy and ſpeculation, and 
found it in every reſpect to anſwer my moſt 


ſanguine with, 


However odd and extraordinary my de- 
viating from the general rule of treating this 
diſeaſe may appear, the deviation is abſo- 
lutely neceſſary; it is founded on reaſon, 
and the reſult of a ſucceſsful practice. My 
enemies, I make no doubt, will give me 
tle appellation of a dealer in noſtrums, but 
I beg leave to aſſure the unprejudiced reader, 
that the baſis of this medicine is pointed out 
by ſome of the moſt learned profeſſors that 
ever appeared in phyſic, though the compo- 
ſition never before diſcovered. 

Before I proceed further in this diſcourſe, 
beg leave to make ſome obſervations on 
the preſent mode of treating venereal com- 
plaints. When the injured perſon firſt per- 
ceives the infection, which he will ſuppoſe 
to be of a mild nature, viz. a running of mat- 
ter from the urethra, probably attended with 
a heat of urine, &c. the afflicted perſon then 
ſeeks for a cure, which is generally con- 
ducted in the following manner : ſevere

until the patient is reduced to fo low a ſtate, 
that he is hardly able to croſs his chamber: 
the complection of the ſkin daily changes, 
the teeth are totally ſpoiled, and the breath 
becomes ſo offenſive, that it is next to an 
impoſſibility to come within ſome yards of 
the diſeaſed perſon : in conſequence of this 
purgation, the heat of urine may be ſome- 
what abated, and the other ſymptoms appear 
more mild; the patient is now affur<d he is 
. | almoſt well, and the running 1s immediately 
endeavoured to be ſtopped by injections, or 
ſome other means equally as detrimental, 
What muſt then be the reſult of ſuch pro- 
ceedings? The Ciſorder now changes its 
courſe, the diſcharge pointed out by nature, 
to carry off the venereal virus being ſtopped, 
the poiſon conveys itſelf to the blood, and in 
combination with the mercury, torments the 
unhappy. patient in various manners; conti— 
nual or flying pains ſcize the head or limbs; 
* the eyes become ſore, the palms of the 

hands dry and hot, ulcers in the noſe, 

throat, or private parts; blotches, ſcabs, or a 

dry ſcurff appears on the {kin ; ſwellings in 

the groin called buboes, and many other 

{ymptoms, which will be taken notice of in 

due courle : this laſt ſymptom, however, is 
N. the moſt favourable, the venereal poiſon 
being 
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being thrown by a critical diſcharge from the 
blood on the conglobate and Iymphatic glands 
of the groin, and, if properly managed, will 
ſhortly relieve the patient; but the operation 
of the knife or cauſtick (which, by the bye, 
is abſolutely neceſlary) and beipg terrify- 
ing circumſtances to the patient, he readily 
agrees to have it put back, not knowing the 
conſequences that enſues from this raſh ſtep; 
the infection is thrown a ſecond time into the 
blood, where it perplexes the patient in dif- 
ferent ways, as before- mentioned. 


The diſeaſed perſon by this time finds 
himſelf in a worſe ſituation than at firſt, 
and is now probably induced by ſome pom- 
pous advertiſement, which daily appears in 
the news papers, offering one pernicious 
compound or another, laid out to delude the 
unwary; I ſay this bait he readily ſwallows, 
and innocently perſeveres in, until proceſs of 
time [convinces him his money is thrown 
away,” and his conſtitution reduced to the 
loweſt ebb ; a conſumption next ſucceeds, 
which acts the friendly part, for in a ſhort 
time puts a period to the diſorder, and the 
unhappyaufſcrer's life. 


Our puient being now cured effectually, I 
ſhall 
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ſhall next proceed to give a ſhort detail of 
quacks, and their medicines, which by the 
following occurrences, the reader may aſcer- 
tain a knowledge of a ſet of people he pro- 
bably thinks does not exiſt. 


A gentleman of fortune who had in his 


juvenile days contracted the venereal in- 


fection, and had reaſon to imagine he had 
been unſkilfully treated, and that the poiſon 
ſtill remained lurking in his blood, ſent 
for a famous Empyric, who, with a boaſted 
noſtrum made his appearance within theſe 
few years ; the gentleman explained his 
caſe, and aſked this genius if he could relieve 


him without the aſſiſtance of mercury, ha- 


ving been ſufficiently tortured with that un- 
merciful mineral already; to this he anſwered 
in the affirmative, upon which the gentleman 
conſented, and the cure immediately pro- 
ceeded on, which was managed with ſuch 
dexterity, that the patient was in a high ſali- 
vation in a few days; not a little exaſperated 
at finding himſelf deceived, and in ſuch a 
fituation, he ſent for this wonder of the age, 
who declared there was not a fingle particle 
of mercury 1n any of his medicines ; but that 
they were expelling the mercurials that had 
formerly been taken : wonderful, indeed, 
muſt 
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muſt be the remedy, that in a few days will 
carry off, by the ſalival glands, the relicks of 
mercury that had lain for years, and probably 
baffled the endeavours of every rational 
means! but what was this famous compoſi- 
tion that had this ſingular effect? Seven grains 
of mercurius dulcis, or ſweet mercury, mixed 
with a little conſerve of roſes, in the form of 
a bolus, and given every other night until 
the patient was brought into the ſtate men- 
tioned.— This ſtory was told me by a perſon 
of veracity? Who prepared and adminiſtered 
the medicines according to the quack's di- 
rection. | 
As another inſtance : 
Some few years ago a lock in my houſe 
eing out of order, I ſent for a neighbouring 
ſmith, who frequently did jobs for me; on 
my ſervants return, he told me, that this 
man was ſent to priſon for debt: in a ſhort 
time afterwards, I met this honeſt Vulcan, 
drefled with a tye wig, ſword, &c. This 
metamorphoſis ſurprized me much, and when 
came home, I enquired of my ſervant, how 
the ſmith lived ſince he came out of goal? 
He told me he had commenced doctor, and 
produced a hand bill, wherein he recom- 
mends himſelf to the world as a phyſician of 
upwards of forty years practice, arrived from 
Montpelier. Another 
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Another method of deluding the unguard- 
ed, is alſo now become notorious : A number 
of theſe mechanics aſſemble together, and 


publiſh themſelves under the character of a 
Company of Surgeons, or Doctor ſuch a one 


methods after ſalivation, and every other 
means has proved ineffectual. Such are the 
impoſtors that abound in this metropolis; and 
is the cauſe of our hoſpitals being daily 
crowded with miſerable objects, labouring 
under this raging malady ; yet they find un- 
thinking people, credulous enough to believe 
in their impoſitions, until woful experience 
convinces them of their error, when too late. 
It would make ſeveral volumes to relate the 
knaviſh practices of theſe pretenders to phyſic, 
whoſe entire aim is to get money by ruining 
the conſtitutions of their fellow-creatures, 
Theſe gentry I once thought beneath my 
notice, nor would I have mentioned them 
here, only that I am ſenſible it is my duty to 
give mankind a caution carefully to avoid ſuch 
a dangerous ſet of people, and not to ſplit 
upon the Rock which has been the deſtruc- 
tion of thouſands. But to proceed. 


Having informed the reader of the ne- 


ceſſity for deviating from the preſent me- 
thod 


31 
thod of treating this diſeaſe, and given ſome 
little account of quacks and their remedies, 
(for which I am convinced they heartily wiſh 
me hanged) I ſuppoſe it will be aſked, What 
is my method ? To which I anſwer, Mild 
cathartics, diuretics, and powerful ſudorifics ; 
the means laid down for eradicating the ve- 
nereal poiſon by men of the firſt eminence, 
ſuch as Boerhaave, Sydenham, and many 
others, whoſe names I would take the liberty 
to mention, and inſert their candid obſerva- 
tions, only that it would ſwell this piece 
much beyond what is intended; therefore I 
ſhall juſt take notice of the riſe; progreſs, and 
preſent ſtate of the diſeaſe. 


Moſt authors that ever wrote on the vene- 
real diſeaſe, differ in opinion relative to its 
origin; the learned Doctor Aſtruc tells us, 
that it was unknown to the antients, and 
ſays it was formerly endemial in the Weſt- 
Indies; and that it was imported from thence 
by the Spaniards that accompanied the fa- 
mous Chriſtopher Columbus in his return 
from the diſcovery of the new world; and 
that it made its firſt appearance in Europe 
between the years 1494, and 1496, The 
Doctor alſo conſiders the different periods 
and changes it has already undergone, and 
obſerving it has grown gradually milder and 

milder 
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milder ſince its firſt appearance, he ventures 
to proguoſticate concerning the future periods 
of it, ſo as to give us hopes, that it may in 

time be utterly exterminated ; but future ages 
muſt determine this. It is no ways eſſential 
to our preſent purpoſe to enter into a prolix 
detail how the venereal diſeaſe formerly af- 
flicted the patient, but endeavour to explain 
its preſent ſymptoms, and method of cure. 


The venereal diſeaſe is now Aiftinguiſhed 
by the firſt and ſecond ſtage, or local and 
univerſal; in the firſt ſtage, or what is 
called local, the venereal poiſon is ſuppoſed 
not to cxift within the limits of the cir- 
culation, but to be confined to ſome parti- 
cular part of the body, the blood itſelf re- 
maining uninfected. In the ſecond ſtage, 
or what is called univerſal, the infection 
is received into the blood, ad circulating 
with it, mixes with the ſeveral ſecretions, 
and renders the whole habit tainted. There 
is great difference with reſpect to the de- 
grees of malignity in the venereal poiſon ; 
in ſome people it ſhall be hid a long time, 
without producing any ſenſible effects ; in 
others it will appear in a few days, and 
diſcover the Ligheſt ſigns of virulency. 
This difference depends in a great meaſure 
on the conſtitutions of the perſons com- 

muni- 


En! 

municating and receiving the infection; in 
people of a cold conſtitution, the active 
particles of the venereal vicus is ſometimes 
{© diluted or fixed in viſcid humours, as to 
be capable of acting but in a weak degree; 
therefore, when this is the caſe, the ſymp- 
toms are of a mild and gentle nature, and 
flow in producing its effects. On the con- 
trary, when the virus is more exalted, as 
happens in hot and bilious conſtitutions, it 
will be capable of acting in a greater degree, 
and occaſion more inflammatory and malig- 
nant ſymptoms; but this difference will be 
greater when che conſtitution of both parties 
correſpond with each other. Thus much 
way tuffice for the nature and difference of 
the venereal virus. 


There are ſeveral ways of contracting the 
venerzal infection; a diſordered nurſe can 
infect the infant that ſucks her; and on 
the other hand, if the child be infected, it is 
capable of communicating it to the nurſe, 
It may be likewiie contracted by kiſſing, 
when the mouth or lips of the diſeaſed 
party is affected with venercal ſores and 
ulcers. 


It may alſo be contrafted by laying in the 
fame bed with a perſon who has pocky erup- 
C 2 tions 
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tions on the ſkin, the warmth of the bed 
ppening the pores, and increaſing perſpiration, 
the volatile particles of the infected matte 
are abſorbed. | 


It is likewiſe caught by handling venerea} 
ſores, if the fkin is by any accident razed 
or opened. For inſtance, a midwife who 
had a ſmall cut on one of her fingers, was 
called to deliver a woman, who happened 
to be infected, having venereal alcers on her 
private parts; the venereal matter flowing 
from the ulcered parts, was received into the 
wound of the finger, the infection thus caught 
ran to a very high degree, and was cured un- 
der my inſpection, 


But the moſt common way of contracting 
the infection is by coition. If this diſeaſe 
come from the parents, it is called here- 
ditary; but if got by any of the afore- 
mentioned contracts, it is called acquired; 
11 the former it generally breaks out in any 
part of the body ; in the latter it commonly 
diſcovers itſelf firſt in the parts by which 
the infection was received. The parts that 
moſt readily receive the infection are thoſe 
of a ſpongy texture, and covered with a thin 
ſkin, ſuch as the lips, the mouth, the geni- 
tal parts ; ſo that when the diſorder is com- 

oh municated 
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municated by contract, ſome of thoſe places 
are uſually firſt infected, and diſcover the 


firſt ſymptoms of it. 


Thus when the nurſe contracts the in- 
fection by giving ſuck, heat and inflam- 
mation about the nipples and breaſt, are the 
firſt ſymptoms, until ſeverer ones appear. 
When the infant ſucks it from the nurſe, or 
a grown perſon gets it by laſcivious kiſſing, 
the lips and mouth are the firſt part affected: 
but as coition is the moſt common way of 
contracting it, ſo the firſt ſymptoms of it 
appear about the genital parts. By this 
we may conclude, where the infection is 
firſt cauzht, there it generally makes its firſt 
appearance. 


Having now conſidered the nature and 
difference of the venereal poiſon, and the 
different ways it is communicated, and how 
apt particular parts are to receive it, I ſhall 
next give an account of the nature, ſymp- 
toms, and cure of the infection.

HIS generally makes its appearance 
h in a few days after a connection with 
an infected perſon. 


mt Fu an unuſual pain is felt about the 
FP genital parts, afterwards a few ſpecks of 
matter appear on the linnen; and as it comes, 
a titillation is ſelt in the part, which is like- 
wiſe perceived in making water, and gradu- 
ally increaſes to a degree of keat "fy pain : 
as the diſorders proceeds, other ſymptoms fol- 
vs low, the erection becomes involuntary and 
5 frequent, eſpecially 'when in bed, the running 
daily creaſes, and is either of a whitiſh, 
yellow, or green colour; the heat of urine is 
extremely acute, and frequent deſire to make 
it, though with the greateſt difficulty, info- 
much that it is only voided by a fe drops; 
2 convulſive contraction is felt der the 
penis, as if it was pulled downv-2rd by a 
cord ; this happens at the time of erection; 
and 
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and gives the patient intolerable pain; the 
running is generally more and more plentiful 
and fœted, not much unlike the diſcharge 
ſrom a cancerous ulcer ; phymoſis, paraphy- 
moſis, chryſtalines, and ſhankers, are ſymp- 
toms that probably next make their appear- 
ance; the phymoſis is, when the prepuce, 
or ſkin of the yard is contracted over the 
glands, ſo as not to be drawn back; the 
paraphymoſis is juſt contrary, or when the 
prepuce is behind the glands, and contracted 
in fuch a manner as not to be brought for- 
ward; phymoſiſes, may be changed into pa- 
raphymoſes, if the ſkin be drawn backwards, 
when it- firſt begins to tighten and contract. 
Chryſtalines are bladders that appear on the 
prepuce or glands of the yard, which are 
tranſparent and red, ſometimes of a darker 
colour. 


Shankers are little callous eating ulcers, 
occafioned by the venereal virus, and may 
happen either with or without a gonorrhea, 
They commonly appear in the following 
manner : firſt, there ariſes a little red pim- 
ple, pointed at top, and replete with-a yel- 
low or whitiſh matter; theſe are generally 
hot and itch, and when they break, pro- 
duce little ſtubborn ulcers, whoſe bottom 
is uſually covered with a viſcid mucus. At 

length 
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length hardneſs and loſs of ſubſtance is the 
moſt certain ſign of them: theſe ulcers, 
according to the malignancy of the diſeaſe, 
or the patient's habit of body, have their 
different appearances ; when they ariſe on 
the glands of the yard, or inſide of the 
prepuce ſoon after an impure contract, theſe 
parts being covered with but a thin ſkin, 
affords an eaſy admittance to the vene- 
real poiſon, theſe ſhankers are local ; but 
when they appear in other parts of the 
body, the complaint is of a long ſtanding, or 
what is called, the univerſal or confirmed 
pox ; when ſo, they are generally in cluſters, 
and more callous, though probably not fo 
painful. 


Another ſymptom that appears is ve- 
nereal buboes, theſe are ſwellings or tumours 
that ariſe in the grain, immediately con- 
veyed to this part by impure coition; or 
elſe thrown upon it by a critical diſcharge 
from the blood : when theſe tumours hap- 
pen immediately from impure coition, in 
a few days after having had to do with 
a ſuſpected perſon, the patient perceives a 
flight pain or ſtiffneſs in the one or both 
groins, eſpecially in walking ; by degrees 
the ſwelling increaſes, and at length there 
appears a manifeſt bubo, which is ſome- 

times 
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times round or oblong; ſometimes the 
ſize of an egg, and ſometimes much larger; 
but when they ariſe in any confidera- 
ble ſpace of time after a connection with 
an infected perſon, eſpecially if they are 
attended with a ſore throat, vencreal ulcers, 
and the like, they are certain ſigns of a 
confirmed pox. A bubo may alſo ariſe 
from -@- virulent gonorrhea being impru- 
dently ſtopped, or when the diſcharge is 
too ſmall ; and if theſe buboes are not timely 
managed, they ſhortly bring on an univerſal 
infection. 


It frequently happens in the firſt or 
ſecond ſtage of the diſeaſe, that one or 
both teſticles become ſwelled, painful, and 
inflamed, occaſioned either by the venereal 
matter not diſcharging itſelf through the 
urethra, or ſtopped and reſtrained by a 
natural cauſe, or by aſtringent injections, 
&, or the venereal poiſon being con- 
cealed in the blood, mixes with the ſemen, 
and becomes inſpiſſated, and will cauſe 
an obſtruction, and Nagnate in the ſpermatic 
veſſels. 


There is another ſpecies of the infection, 


improperly called the dry gonorrhœa; this 
D aftects 
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affects the patient by a violent heat of urine, 
with a ſmall, or little or no running; ſome- 
times attended with a ſtrangury. 


There is another kind of venereal com- 
plaint that is the product of a recent infec- 
tion; this is a diſcharge of a purulent thickiſh 
matter, not from the urethra, but from the 
corona glandis, which is commonly painful 
and inflamed; this complaint was formerly 
taker notice of by doctor Sydenham, and 
ſince his time by doctor Turner, and other 
practitioners, 


There is alſo a number of excreſcences 
that ariſe about the anus, ſometimes + ppear« 
ing like the gills of a cock, and ſometimes 
make other appearances ; ſometimes ſoft, at 
other times hard; rhe former generally in- 
flame and ſuppurate, the latter grows can- 
cerous, eſpecially by uſing irritating applica- 
tions; which is often the occaſion of bring- 
ing a fiſtula in ano: but theſe excreſcences 
are more often cauſed by a confirmed than a 
local infection. 


Having now given a brief deſcription of 
the principal ſymptoms of the firſt ſtage of 
the venereal} infection, I will proceed to give 
an 
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an account of the ſecond ſtage, I mean that 

art which will be neceſſary for the inſtruc- 
tion of the diſeaſed ; ſo that they may aſcer- 
tain, with ſome certainty, a ſatisfactory 
knowledge of the ſituation of their com« 
plaint, 


The venereal poiſon, after having infected 
the parts by which it enters, may be con- 
veyed into the blood two ways; either by 
the circulation of the blood itſelf, which in 
paſſing by the confines of the parts affected, 
take up and carry off ſome of the virulent 
particles along with it, or elſe by the circu- 
lation of the lymph, which in its return 
from the parts that firſt imbibed the infec- 
tion, conveys the virulent matter along with 
it, firſt into the lymphatic glands, and after- 
wards into the blood. 


The ſeveral diſorders of the genital parts 
increaſe, or become more malignant, or break 
out again, after being probably pronounced 
cured, or elſe ariſe anew where they have 
not been before. If the patient is afflicted 
with a gonorrhea, the diſcharge increaſes, 
and becomes more acrimonious, and all the 
inflammatory ſymptoms increaſe likewiſe, 
If the genital parts, or the anus are affected 

5 with 
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with ſhankerous ulcers, or excreſcences of 
any kind, though theſe ſymptoms are merely 
local, they become more ſtubborn when 
ſupported by an infected ſtate of the blood. 
The ſame may be ſaid of buboes, which, 
after they have been opened, often become 
ſtubborn callous ulcers. If a perſon has a 
connection with an infeQed party, and re- 
ccives the infection attended with all its 
local ſymptoins, properly cured, it never 
more returns, without a freſh infection; 
but if imprudently treated, which is too 
often the caſe, the diſorder will return, pro- 
bably, in a long time after; not only with 
ſome, or all of the former ſymptoms, but a 
tribe of others. A confirmed infection ſhews 
itſelf by numberleſs ſymptoms, of which 
theſe are the moſt common ; buboes, ſwel- 
ling of the teſticles, ſhankers in or about 
the genital parts; excreſcences of different 
colours appear on the ſkin, viz. red, yellow, 
lived, particularly on the breaſt, or between 
the ſhoulders; alſo ſcurffy eruptions, with 
hard callous baſes appear in the corners of 
the mouth, and upon the forehead and tem- 
ples, and behind the ears, and from thence 
ſpread all over the head, and by degrees over 
other parts of the body, In time theſe puſtules 
are covered with broad cruſty ſcabs of a 
tawny 
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tawny yellow hue; and when they occupy 
hair, and a baldneſs is the conſequence. 


The palms of the hands do now become 
dry and hot, and ſometimes cauſe dry, cal- 
lous itching chops, which diſcharge a thin 
ichor; when theſe fiſſures are dead, the ſkin 
often ſeparates from the ſubjacent ſkin, and 
caſt off in a thin ſcab. : 


The nails of the fingers and toes become 
rough, uneven, and ragged; and at length 
inflaming and uicerating about the roots, 
they looſen and fall quite off; this is a ſymp- 
tom rarely met with, 


When the diſorder ſeizes the mouth, it 
produces little round ſtubborn ulcers, upon 
the gums and inſide of the lips; the whole 
arch of the fauces become hot, painful, in- 
famed and ulcerated ; the ulcerations ſpread, 
and eating deep, communicate to the palate 
bones; in conſequence of which the breath 
becomes offenſive, and the bones exfoliate, 
and ſometimes come quite away, ſo that the 
patient ſpeaks through the noſe,

the hairy part, they deſtroy the roots of the 
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Puſtules ariſe alſo in tlie palate, and be- 
come ulcers, by which the bones are ren- 
dered carious and perforated, ſometimes as 


far as the noſe. 


When the diſorder attacks the noſe, ſtink. 
ing ulcers fix upon one or both alz, or 
ſides of the noſe; the outſides of which are 
generally covered with a hard black ſcab, 
which comes away in blowing the noſe, and 
is followed by a bloody mucus ; at other 
| times there is no ſcab at all, but a conſtant 

FS ouzing of a thin acrid ſtinking ſames. Theſe 
voy ulcers often ſpread, and rot the alz, cor- 

1 rode the cartilages, foul the ſpongy bones, 
and quite deſtroy the whole bridge of the 
noſe. 


Along with theſe complaints, and ſome- 
| - times precedent to them, the patient 1s fre- 
ut quently tormented with violent acute pains 
in the head, arms and ſhoulder blades, ſhins 
and joints; they generally come on when in 
bed, and go off towards morning; theſe are 


called nocturnal pains. 


Some of theſe pains are wandering and 


ſuperficial, others of them are fixed ane 
deep,

deep, and greatly reſemble rheumatic o 


Many unfortunate people have laboured 
for years under the afffi tion of thoſe pains, 
miſtaking them or the :henumatiſm or gout ; 
though, on a fſtri& enquiry, found to be 
cauſed by the remains of an ill-cured pox, 
or the effects of m«:curials ; yet I have been 
ſo happy as to find that by their taking my 
medicines, they have received the moſt ſur- 
priſing benefits. 


When the infection is communicated by 


the lymphatic glands, it produces indurated, 


moveable, circumſeribed tumours in the noſe, 
arm pits, groin, and other parts. 


The eyes and ears are likewiſe variouſly 


affected with this diſeaſe. 


The eye- lids become rough and angry, 
with a diſcharge of a ſharp, watery matter; 
a dimneſs of the ſight is allo felt. | 


When the diſorder affects the ears, it fre- 
quently cauſes a hiſſing, tingling noiſe, a 
thickneſs of hearing, and deafneſs; the in- 

ward

ward parts of the ear inflame, ſuppurate, and 
are affected with intolerable pains, 


To theſe may be added many other dif. 
orders, which ſometimes ariſe from a vene- 
real cauſe; ſuch as heavineſs of the head, 
attended with pain, palſy, convulſions, aſth- 
ma, conſumption of the lungs, jaundice, 
dropſy, piles, hectic, or intermitting fevers ; 
alſo ſome diſorders incident to women, as an 
ulcer or ſchirrous tumour of the womb, fre- 
quent abortions, the excluſion of fœtuſes half 
rotten, or overſpread with an univerſal eryſi- 
pelas; in ſhort, the venereal diſeaſe, in its 
confirmed ſtate, is of ſuch a changeable na- 
ture, that it puts on the appearance of almoſt 
every other kind of diſorder. 


It muſt be remarked, however, that all 
theſe ſymptoms are never met with at one 
and the ſame time, nor in one and the fame 
perſon ; different people are afflicted with 
different ſymptoms, but one perſon 15 never 
afflicted with them all. 


Thus far, reader, have I given you an 


account of the different ſymptoms by which 


this complaint affects the diſeaſed perſon, ſo 
that you may eaſily judge whether you are 
at 


. 
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at preſent diſordered, or have been ill treat- 


ed, and there remains any taint of the vene- 
real poiſon in the blood, or if you are tortu- 
red by the baneful effects of mercury. 


The medicine I now offer for the cure of 
the venereal infection, is a compoſition mild 
in its operation, though powerful in its ef- 
fects; it is a remedy founded on the ſoundeſt 
baſis of theory, by proving its efficacy by 
thouſands of inſtances, and that without the 
aſſiſtance of a ſingle grain of mercury. It 
will probably be aſked, Why I only ſhould 
be poſſeſſed of this ſecret? To which I beg 
leave to anſwer, my extenſive practice in the 
cure of venereal complaints, gave me daily 
convincing proofs, that falivations and ſtrong 
courſes of mercurial medicines, (by their ill 
effects, and frequently non-cures) were not 


only baneful to the unhappy patients, but 


the method abſolutely erroneous, and con- 
tradictory to reaſon. Every man who expects 
honour or credit by his profeſſion, ought to 
leave no ſtone unturned in ſearch of the 
ſureſt means to relieve his patient. It was my 
method, for, by repeated experiments, joined 
with opinions of the moſt eminent authors 
of the phyſical province, 1 obtained what J 
ſought for; I mean a certain eaſy _—_— 
E © 
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k of curing the venereal diſeaſe, without in- 
(7 juring the conſtitutions of my patients, which 
a reiterated experience has ſufficiently demon- 


ſtrated. 


This medicine is what may be juſtly 
mY termed (by its known reputation) the Speci- 
fic Drops, a few of which are a doſe, taken 
in any ſimple liquor; ſuch as a glaſs of 
water, a diſh of tea, capillaire, &c. in which 
as much as can be raiſed on a ſilver ſix- 
| pence, of the powder of ſal nitri, is to be 
71 diſſolved: this is to be repeated three or 
uy four times a day, taking about every ſecond 
3 day a doſe of gentle phyſic, viz. an ounce 
of glaubers ſalts, or in ſtrong conſtitutions, 

ten drachms, or an ounce an half diſſolved 

in about a gill of warm water; thoſe who 
cannot take the common glaubers ſalts, may 

take in the fame form ſix drachms to an 
ounce of the ſal de ſignet de Rochel, com- 
monly called the Rochel ſalts, which is the 
moſt agreeable of all the ſaline prepara- 

. tions, Thoſe who can by no means what- 
ſoever let down a draught compoſed of 
theſe purging falts, the following compoſt- 

tion will probably be more grateful to the 
palate, and fit more conveniently on the 
ſtomach.

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Take of the infuſion of ſena, an ounce 
and a half. 

Of the tincture of ſena, half an ounce, 

Of the powder of jalop, a ſcruple. 

Of nitre, 15 grains. 

Of the compound ſpirit of lavender, 30 
drops. | | 

Of the ſyrrup of buckthorn, 3 drachms 
mixed, 

Let this be taken twice a week, drink- 
ing ſome convenient warm liquor as it ope- 
rates. 


Patients who cannot take a purge in the 
form of a draught, may uſe theſe pills, viz. 
from a ſcruple to half a drachm, or two 
ſcruples of the pill ex duobus; or common 
purging pill of the ſhops, made into pills of 
a middling ſize, and to be taken twice a 


week. Proceding in this manner, and ta- 


king the drops three or four times a day, 
and a gentle doſe of any of theſe purges 
about twice a week, avoiding, at the ſame 
time, high ſeaſoned and ſalt proviſions, gar- 
den ſtuff, or any violent exerciſe; I can 
with the greateſt juſtice affirm, and aſſure 
the reader, I never knew it to fail to carry off 
all the malignant ſymptoms of a freſh con- 
tracted injury, in eight, ten, or twelve days, 
| E 2 with- 
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without the leaſt inconvenience to the pa- 
tient; nor are the cures performed by this 
mild, and I may ſay (if we conſider other 
methods) pleaſant remedy, ſucceeded by 
other diſorders; which ſeldom or ever fails 
of being the caſe, where mercury or ſevere 
purging has been the means made uſe of; 
long and ſtubborn gleets, and often a total 
relaxation of the genital parts enſue; diſorders 
better known than cured. 


If the patient is affected with phymoſis, 
paraphymoſis, buboes, ſhankers, cryſtalines, 
&c. external applications are abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary; yet they may be contrived in ſuch 
a manner, that the paticnt may conduct him- 
ſelf with perfect eaic and ſecrecy. Many I 
have daily under my care, who, before they 
came to me, let their diſorder ran to a dan- 
gerous length; their ſituation in life ren- 
dering it almoſt impoſſible for them to un- 
dergo the faſhionable way of treating this 
complaint, which often expoſes the patient 
to the diſagreeable circuinſtance of not being 
able ta conceal the diſorder. 


Severe purging immediately brings the 
patient to a languid ſtate; for as the learned 
profeſſor Boerhaave fays, there is ſome- 
| | thing 
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thing poiſonous in ſtrong purges, which 


evidently appears to be the caſe by their 


operation. In the next place, the taking of 
mercurials ſoon gives the patient a moſt 
dreadful obnoxious breath, of a uliar 
offenſiveneſs; for mercury has often b quick 
an effect on ſome conſtitutions, that a ſmall 
quantity of it will have the power to imme- 
diately affect the mouth; the gums will 
grow ſore and ſwell, the teeth looſen, ſo as 
not to be able to chew a cruſt of bread; a 
flux of ſaliva next comes on, and if the 
patient 18 ſo unlucky as to catch cold, dan- 
gerous ſymptoms enſue, and he is obliged 
to take to his bed. The mercury now at- 
tacks the head, and violent acute pains often 
ſeize the whole body, probably attended 
with a delirium. 


* 


As a particular inſtance of the dreadful 


effects of ſtrong mercurials, I refer the rea- 


der to the following caſe: Some years 
ago I was called to a lady of a delicate 
ſtructure, who had been married about 
eighteen months, and that time lay in a 
very dangerous ſituation ; her huſband told 
me, that about half a year before his mar- 
riage, he had contracted the venereal infec- 
tion, though of a very mild nature; having 
| never 
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never perceived any other ſymptoms than a 
running attended with a ſmall heat of urine: 
he ſaid, he made immediate application to 
a certain apothecary, who kept him under 
a phyſical diſcipline near five months; at 
the end of which time, having ſtill a run- 
ning, he uſed an injection, but was aſſured 
the infection was periectly carried off, which 
he imagined, by the running ſtopping ſoon 
after the uſe of the injection. At this time 
he was obliged to marry, at the particular 
deſire of his friends; and about * weeks 
after, his wife began to complain of a ſevere 
ſmarting at the time of making water, and 
alſo difcovered 'a few ſpecks of matter on 
her linen; theſe ſymptoms daily increaſed; 
an univerſal conſternation ſeized the unhappy 
couple; he declared that he was innocent, 
and free from any venereal ſymptoms ; but 
in a few days, a ſmall ſwelling aroſe in one 
of hiz groins, which ſhortly appeared a 
manifet Bubo; the cauſe of his wife's com- 
plaint was now ezfily to be accounted for, 
that he had never been cured, and had dil- 
ordered her. Upon this, he applied to a 
ſurgeon of his acquaintance, who effectually 
carried off his complaint in a ſhort time. But 
to return to the lady, who found herſelf 


with child, ſhe could not be perſuaded to 


take 
* 
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take any relief during the whole time of 


her pregnancy; however, being delivered, 
ſhe conſented to take medicines, as ſoon as 
the month of her lying-in was expired: in 
conſequence of which, an apothecary was 
called in, (the ſurgeon who cured the huſ- 
band, belonging to the army, was gone to 
join his regiment) ; the apothecary proceeded 
after the uſual method, giving mercury hand 
over head, until his patient was brought to a 
ſtate, he confeſſed, © required more aſſiſt- 
« ance than he was able to give :” her head, 
chaps, gums, tongue, eyes, &c. were ſwelled 
to a prodigious fize, and the diſcharge. of 
faliva extremely trifling. She knew no one, 
and raved inceſſantly. In this ſituation I 
found her, and really it ſomewhat perplexed 


me; however, as there was no time to be 


loſt, I began to expel the mercury with as 
much expedition as her caſe would admit of, 
compoſing her at the ſame time with a gen- 
tle anodyne. In a couple of days I was 
ſo happy as to find the dangerous ſymptoms 
much abated, the ſwelling being a good 
deal decreaſed, and the delirium only at 
intervals; in about ten or twelve days all 
danger was partly over, only the patient re- 
duced extremely low; therefore, as ſoon, as 
time would permit, J introduced my medi- 
cines, 
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cines, which in about five weeks per formed 
what is expected from a ſalivation, without 
being attended with any of the diſagreeable 
and dangerous circumſtances; ſo that my 
patient wanted nothing new to reinſtate her 
to her former health, but a little proper nou- 
riſhment. 


It evidently appears from the caſe of this 
lady, how-cautious we ſhould be in giving 
mercury to patients whoſe conſtitutions we 
are ſtrangers to. In ſome people a few 
grains will have the moſt ſurprizing effect. I 
have known a perſon thrown into a ſpitting, 
merely by papering a quantity of mercurial 
plaiſter. 


In others I have known it uſed both in- 
ternally and externally, to a quantity almoſt 
incredible, without ſhewing the leaſt ſymp- 
toms of ſalivation. Therefore a medicine 
that is ſo uncertain in its operation, can be 
by no means fafe, or to be depended on; 
moreover, the complaints it leaves after it, 
are often as diſtreſſing as the diſorder for 
which it was adminiſtered; as I have men- 
tioned before, violent acute pains in the head 
or limbs, is frequently the reſult of taking 
mercury.

Wo 
An ancient writer ſays, in a diſſertation on 
this diſorder, among other caſes were mers 
cury has been prejudicial, relates one in theſe 
words: © A man infected with the venereal 
« diſeaſe, was put under an internal courſe 
& of mercurials; but after the ſecond or 


« third doſe, one of his inteſtines burſt, of 
« which he died. 4 


By an injudicious uſe of it, whether out- 
wardly applied, or inwardly taken, the 
nerves are likewiſe affected, weakened, eor- 
rupted, and contracted ; whence ſpaſms, 
palſies, and too great an attenuation of the 
fluids, which often brings on a fatal ſaliva- 
tion, ulcers in the mouth and throat, and 
incurable looſenels. 


Mercury judiciouſſy adminiſtered, is how- 
ever, undoubtedly a moſt excellent medi- 
cine: it opens the pores, ſmall veſſels, and 
ducts of the glands ; reſolves obſtructed hu- 
mours, attenuates thoſe which are too thick 
and viſcid, eſpecially the lympha, and difh- 
pates concretions even in the remoteſt parts 
of the body. On all theſe accounts, it is 
found of ſingular ſervice in tumours, ſwelled 
zlands, a ſchirrous ſpleen, * or 

x liver 
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liver, ganglious ſtruma, and other ſuch diſ- 
eaſes. 


Many ſingular good properties mercury is 
poſſeſſed of; at the ſame time, if it is not 
uſed with the greateſt accuracy and fpecula- 
tion, eſpecially in venereal complaints, it 
ſhould be dreaded as much as arſenic. And 
I cannot avoid ſaying, I have ſeen more ſafe 
and effectual cures performed without it, 
than ever I faw done with it; for my own 
part, I have utterly renounced the internal 
uſe of it in the venereal diſeaſe, (except in 
ſome particular caſes) which reſolution I 
never can deviate from, while I am fv 
happy as to have diſcovered a method which 
is capable of eradicating every ſpecies of this 
diſorder ; not only with more eaſe and 
fafety, but with greater certainty, than 
can ever be depended on from a mercurial 
courſe. | 


In a flight caſe, I mean when there is 
only a running of matter from the urethra,

In this de- 
ſcription of the venercal virus, he ſays as 
follows : © The venereal virus, examined 
i with a microſcope, appears to be loaded 
* with ſmall ſpicula, like little thorns ; 
© this infectious matter, in the act of coi-— 
* tion, is conveyed to either the man or 
F 2 woman: 
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f* woman: theſe ſpicula keep irritating the 
ec tender parts, which is the cauſe of the 
* titiflation that is felt ſoon after the in- 
e ſection is caught, until a kind of bliſter 
« riſes; this inflames, ſwells, and at length 
© breaks and comes to a ſuppuration ; the 
te diſcharge from which is the matter that 
appears on the linen, when the patient is 
* what is vulgarly called clapped. It be- 
* comes an ulcer, eats and ſpreads, and 
* the diſcharge daily increaſes, which ex- 
** coriates as it paſſes; and this is the cauſe 
„of the running. The urine, which is 
| * compoſed of the faline, acrid particles of 
| the blood, paſſing over the ulcerated parts, 
| © gives the patient intolerable pain ; from 
© hence is the cauſe ot what is improperly 
called heat of urine. 


This ingenious gentleman goes on with 
informing us how highly neceſſary it is to 
ad ninifter a proper diuictic on this occa- 


fion. 


What Monſieur Boteau ſays on this ſub- 
ject, we muſt allow he argues with great 
judgment; for my own part, the experience 
J have acquired in treating this diſeaſe, 
gonvinces me of the ccrtainty of it; as the 
medicine 
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medicine I make uſe of, and now offer to 
the public, dilutes and attenuates the blood 
and other juices, diſpoſing their more ſe- 
rous and humid parts, to go off in greater 
quantities through the urinary paſſages, and 
alſo to carry along with them the dregs 
and impurities of thoſe fluids. This medi- 
cine is of a texture ſo looſe and diſſolu- 
ble, that it mixes moſt intimately with the 
blood, and ſo ſaturates the whole maſs ; 
that if any taint or contagion has infected 
the juices, or lies lurking in the ſmall 
veſſels; this remedy cauſes a diſſolution of 
the virulency, waſhes it away from the 
habit, and is expelled by the urinary chan- 
nels, 155 | 


It is a compoſition compoſed of ſuch 
ingredients, whole uſe requires no confine- 
ment or trouble; ſo innocent, that it may 
be taken with great advantage in fevers; 
and yet ſo effectual, that it thoroughly 
cures the clap, carrying off, in a little time, 
the chordee and ſharpneſs of urine, its un- 
ealy attendants, and indelible marks of the 
taint, which never diſappear till the virus is 
ſubdued. 


Thoſe 
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Thoſe ſymptoms hñave conſtantly govern= 
ed my conduct in the cure of a clap; while 
they are preſent, the virus is in the urethra, 
and he who preſcribes at this time balſamic, 
drying, or aſtringent things, in any form 
whatever, either does not underſtand the 
nature of the diſeaſe, or puts the patient to 
the hazard of a pox, that he may have the 
reputation of curing with ſpced. 


In fine, the Epecifc Drops anſwer ex- 
actly the directions of the great Boerhaave, 
viz. it Is a medicine that will communicate 
itſelf to all the circulating juices of the 
body, freeing them from their viſcidities, 
and carrying off their impurities by urine;

After a courſe of mercurial externally and 
internally uſed, the patient is ſtill moleſted 
with ulcers, rhagades about the anus, tophs, 
nodes, ganglia and gummata; but eſpecially 
pains reſembling the rhenmatic pains, either 
fixed or wandering, and owing their origin 

to 
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to the venereal infection, or the relicks of 
mercury not properly carried off, In this 
caſe I have known my medicine. perform 
wonders; in ſome, theſe irkſome complaints 
have been effectually removed; in others, by 
the uſe of it, life has been made ſomewhat 
more ſupportable. | 


A remarkable cure performed by the Spe- 
cific Drops: ſome time ago, a trooper came 
to adviſe with me: his diſorder was as fol- 
lows; about four years before he called on 
me, he told me he had contracted the ve- 
nereal diſeaſe, which he let run on him as 
long as he was able to do his duty; he 
then was ſalivated, and all the ſymptoms 
went off; in about a month after this, he 
perceived a {light pain juſt at the entrance 
of the anus, which gradually increaſed to a 
violent degree, and extend=d all along the 
genital parts. This complaint was to into- 
lerable, that he went through another ſali- 
vation; as ſoop as the mercury began to 
operate, the pain was removed, but in a 
litcle time after the courſe was over, it re- 
turned with the uſual violence: however, 
he ſubmitted to four ſucceſſive ſalivations, 


yet 
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yet all to no purpoſe: he alſo told me he 
had uſed the bougies to no effect, they ra- 
ther increaſing than diminiſhing the pain, 
In this ſituation he applied to me, and 1 
really muſt ſay, I had but little hopes of 
relieving him ; but as he earneſtly entreat- 
ed I would conſider of ſome means to a- 
bate the ſevere agony he was in, eſpecially 
in making water, I began with giving him 
the Specific Drops; the third doſe gave 
him eaſe, and in about three weeks or 
2 month, this complaint, that had baffled 
all the efforts of mercury, was utterly diſ- 
ſipated. It is above nine months ſince he 
left off taking the drops; he called on me 
the other day with a patient, and told me, 
he had not the leaſt ſymptoms of the diſ- 
order ſince, y 


Another caſe, where the ſingular effect 
of the Specific Drops appear, viz. The 
ſteward of a nobleman having caught the

to me, I gave him my medicine, and uſed

a trifling gargle; in a month the ulcer en- 


tirely diſappeared, and he has remained well 
ever ſince. 


Many thouſand caſes have proved the 
excellency of this medicine; nor is it con- 
fined to the venereal infection alone; for I 
have tried the efficacy of it in other diſ- 
orders, and found it of infinite ſervice in 
the following complaints : the fluor al- 
bus, or whites, a diſeaſe incident to women. 
Alſo the heumatiſn, gout, "ſcurvy, and 
king's evi}, in which it antwered better than 
the chain of remedies generally made uſe 
of on theſe occaſions. Moreover, I can 
aver, that this medicine never did any harm 
to a patient, which is more than can be ſaid 
of many others. 


I muſt alſo obſerve, that this medicine 
may be taken by women in their preg- 
nancy; ſo that, in caſe they are diſordered, 
the infection may be eradicated with eaſe 
and ſafety, without waiting until after deli- 
very; which is often the occaſion of chil- 
dren dying miſerable objects, and the con- 
ſtitution of the women ſeverely wrecked.

It will probably be ſaid, as it is a diu- 
retic, that it muſt abſolutely be a dangerous 
medicine to adminiſter to a woman in ſuch 
a ſituation; but, as I have already menti- 
oned, that it is compoſed of ſuch qualities, 
that it not only eradicates the diſtemper, by 
the moſt gentle evacuations, but, at the ſame 
time, ſo ſtrengthens the parts, that all dan- 
ger of abortion, by this complaint, is effec- 
tually removed. | 


Before I conclude this treatiſe, I will, for 
the peruſal and relief of the afflicted, make 
ſome obſervations on a diforder which gene- 
rally follows a vencreal complaint, where 
that deſtructive method, ſtrong purging, or 
mercurials haye been uſed; this is a gleet 
or weakneſs, occaſioned allo by that horrid 
and worſt of habits, ſelf-pollution; which 
often reduces the patient to ſo deſponding a 
ſtate as to render life altnoſt an inſupportable 
burthen. 


Daring the coutſe of my practice, having 
been applied to by many miſerable objects 
labouring under ſtubborn gleets and weak- 
neſſes, and ſometimes totally debilitated, oc- 
caſioned by ſevere ticatment in the venereal 
diſeaſe, frequent debauches, or ſelt-abuſle, 
induced 
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induced me to confider of ſome means to 
relieve them. I tried a number of com- 
poſitions, until, at length, experience diſco- 
vered to me one poſſeſſed of every ſalutary 
quality, which is required for the effectual 
removing ſuch complaints. 


But before I proceed to an account of 
this excellent medicine, it will firſt be ne- 
ceſſary to explain the nature and ſymptoms 
of a gleet; and alſo in what manner the pa- 
tient is affected, when the diſorder ariſes 
from ſelf-pollution, 
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Brief Obſervations on Gleets, Seminal Weak. 
neſſes, the Cauſe of Impotency, and the 
miſcrable Complaints occaſioned by that 
deteſtable Vice, Self-pollution, or too 
early and exceſſive Venery. Directing a 
Method of cure eſtabliſhed on reiterated

HE above quotation, I flatter myſelf 

will ſufficiently authorize, or at leaſt 
take off any imputation of indecency for my 
offering to public view an eſſay on the a- 
bove ſubject. As a ſpecimen of my tender 
regard for the welfare of the public in 
general, I beg leave to point out the many 
deluſive practices daily made uſe of by em- 
pirics; at the ſame time recommending a 
ſpeedy, ſafe, and certain remedy, which 
many have experienced to their inexpreflible 

ſatis- 
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atisfaRion ; ; the reſult of which induced me 
to publiſh this work,” on which, as ſoon as 
time will permit, the ſubject ſhall be more 


amply enlarged. But to proceed, 


Of all the diſorders that afflict the human 


bod, not any, I afirm, has baffled tho 
faculty in phyſic, more than what I now 
am treating of, My natural inclination to 
ſtudy, joined with an extenſive practice in 
the courſe of venereal complaints, has- fur- 

niſhed me with a ſufficient number of objects 
labouring under obſtinate gleets, imbecilities, 
&c. ariſing from different cauſes ; as to ren- 
der me not only a competent judge of thoſe 
diſorders, but enables me, at the ſame time, 
to form an eaſy, ſafe, and rational method 
of cure, I mean for thoſe whoſe conſtitutions 
are not reduced beyond the power of art to 
retrieve, 


Experience (the eſtabliſhed foundation of 
phyſic) is the only true path to guide the 
practitioner to a thorough knowledge of 
diſeaſes, and the methods of cure. With 
ſubmiflion to my brethren of the faculty, 
they muſt confeſs, that the curing gleets 
and ſeminal diſcharges, have given them 
more trouble than the moſt acute diſor- 

ders; 
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ders; and numbers who have laboured 
under the ſame, by applying to empirics, 
have been loaded with nauſeous medicines, 
without any effect but that of deſpondency, 


ſoon after ſucceeded by a total diſſolution of 
the ematiated patient. | 


With reſpect to glects and ſeminal diſcharges, 
ariſing from various cauſes, it is neceſſary 
to take notice of the different ſymptoms in 
ſo diſtinct a manner, as to furniſh my rea- 
ders with a proper idea of the ſeveral ſpecies 
of thoſe diſorders ; that they may, with the 
greateſt certainty, aſcertain what pait of the 
malignancy they labour under. 


Therefore firſt of the venereal gleet. 


A venereal gleet is an obſtinate Conti- 
nuance of a running, after all the ſymptoms 
of the infection are removed ; the diſcharge 
from the urethra in men, and the vagina in 
women, that ſucceed a virulent gonorrhea, 
is comprehended as a gleet, of which there 
are two ſpecies, their cauſes being far diffe- 
rent from one another; the one proceeds 
from the relaxation or eroſion of the excre- 
tory ducts that open into the urethra ; the 

| other 


. 
other from ulcers that remain in the paſ- 


ſage, after the virulency of the gonorrhœa 
has been carried off, | 


Theſe ulcers are ſtated indifferently in 
any part of the urethra, but whereſoever 
they are fixed, they furniſh a diſcharge of 
ſome ſcrt or other; if they are foul, the 
diſcharge will be thin yellow, and ſome- 
times greeniſh, and now and then tinged 
with blood, eſpecially after a debauch, If 
theſe ulcers are clean, the diſcharge will 


be white, thick, and ſometimes clammy, 


and the diſcharge more or leſs, according 
to their ſize and number; if they are few, 
or only one, and ſmall, the diſcharge will 
be leſs conſiderable; in the laſt caſe, the 


excretory ducts of the ſeminal veſſels and 


proſtrate glands will be eroded, and the 
gleet will be partly ſeminal and partly 
matter, 


This ſpecies of a gleet which ariſes from 
ulcers, is not attended with tbe ſymptoms 
of debility, as if wholly ſeminal, 


There is another ſpecies of gleet that at- 
tends the female ſex, called by them the 
Whites, it ariſes from a laxneſs of the 
glands 
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glands of the womb, and a cold petui- 
tious blood, that inſtead of rhe menſtrual 
diſcharges, iſſues out a ſlimy yellowiſh 
matter, not much unlike the running of a 
gonorrhea, and is ſo near a-kin, as hardly 
to be diſtinguiſhed, and 1s ſometimes at- 
tended with ſuch a ſharpneſs, as to make 
it daugerous for men to have any venereal 
intercourſe with them at theſe times ; this 
diſorder is frequently the cauſe of bar- 
renneſs, and brings on many other diſ- 
eaſes, which often terminates in a con— 


ſumption. 


In the firſt ſpecies of the gleet, the diſ- 
charge is always ſeminal, and is occationed 
either by long continued, violent and re- 
peated gonorrhaas, the taking of ſtrong 

urges, exceſſive or too early venery, or by 
that deteſtable practice, ſelf-pollution. It 
generally appears when the patient is raiſed 
by venereal ideas, in making water, or in 
going to ſtool, and in this caſe the afflicted 
is frequently troubled with involuntary noc- 


turnal emiſſions. 


If there be a conſtant gleeting of the 


ſeminal humours, though ever fo ſmall, 


the 
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the patient will be but ſeldom ſtimulated to 
venery. 


If the ſeminal diſcharge be not continual, 
but only returns at particular times, the cold 
and difinclination to venery, will be much 
leſs than in the former caſe ; but whenever 
an erection happens, the ſemen will be diſ- 
charged ſooner than it ought ; and the ſti- 
mulus to venery being by that means taken 
off, the yard will become flacid, ſo as to 
hinder the act of coition. 


And if the ſeminal diſcharge be very 
great, whether by way of running, or from 
nocturnal emiſſions; in either caſe the bal- 
ſamic and ſpirituous part of the blood will 
be gradually exhauſted; ſo as to render the 
parts of generation totally debilitated. 


The complaints that attend this ſpecies 
of gleets, are in ſome meaſure ſimilar to 
thoſe occaſioned by that horrid, unmanly 
vice, ſelf- pollution; a vice ſhocking as in- 
delicate to the ear: a vice productive of the 
moſt deplorable diſorders, and of ſo abo- 
minable- a nature, that I ſhould willingly 
omit the leaſt intimation thereof, to avoid 
injuring the delicacy r. my reader, had not 
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a ſeries of ſucceſsful practice crowded me 
with an incredible number of unhappy 
people addicted to this enormous crime, 
which brought on the moſt diſmal diſ- 
eaſes ; ſuch as vertigos, or giddineſs in the 
head, with dimneſs of fight, apoplexies, 
palſies, lethargies, lowneſs of ſpirits, a tabes 
dorſalis, or conſumption in the back; in 
ſhort, a concatenation of every thing preju- 
dicial to the human frame. 


By it the whole nervous ſyſtem becomes 
impoveriſhed, with an utter impotence for 
venereal enjoyments ; the health and vigour 
being ſo precipitately exhauſted, an imma- 
ture old age muſt inevitably enſue; the 
certain reſult of thefe execrable and inor- 
dinate paſſions, even in the very bloom of 
youth : and I aſſure the reader, with the 
greateſt veracity, that this vice, too early or 
exceſſive venery, and the venereal diſeaſe, 
(with the affiſtance of mercury) increaſe the 
bills of mortality more than all the diſor- 
ders incident to the human body : nor is 
it in the leaſt to be wondered at; for rea- 
ſon, (which ought to be our chief and only 
guide) dictates to us, that the ſemen is 
the very eſſence of ſtrength, and renders 
us active, ſprightly, and fit for the diffe- 
rent 
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rent occupations in life ; but when drained 
of that prolific juice, our conſtitutions are 
rendered old, we become languid and pale, 
the limbs weak and incapacitated to, perform 
their ſeveral functions. For inſtance, if the 
afflicted walks but a little way, he is ſoon 
wearied, and affected with pains in the 
head, neck, and ſhoulders ; the ſmall of the 
back, hips and thighs, teſticles, &c. a cold- 
neſs to the act of coition, and frequently a 
total inability is the conſequence. That great 
author Celſus, very juſtly obſerves, We 
e ſhould carefully avoid making too free, 
* or laviſhly parting with, what would be 
e our principal relief in ſickneſs,” There- 
fore when we are attacked with acute diſ- 


orders, we muſt inevitably ſubmit to their 


force, for want of the eſſential ſupphy to invi- 
gorate the animal ſpirits. 


T could quote many eminent authors, who 
all coincide with what I here mention ; but 
as divers quotations might rather puzzle and 
perplex the reader, than clucidate the diſ- 
courſe ; I have, ior the more eaſy conception 
of every capacity, ſteered clear of crowding 
this treatiſe with ſuperfluous matter, which 
many productions abound with ; a ſure token 
of a real want of judgment or knowledge i in

phyſic; as a ſubterfuge for which, they 


have recourſe to any author to ſupply thei 
flefects.

ficſt, with reſpect to the ſubject laſt men- 


tonal” 


A gentleman between twenty and thirty 
years of age, who was, from his infancy, 
naturally endowed with a robuſt conſtitu. 
tion, till he arrived at an age, when 
nature began to ripen; (which ſhould, 
at that criſie, particularly be preſerved to 
perfect manhood) tho' by him was moſt 
ſhamefully abuſed by this too frequent vice, 
being pointed out to him by a a ſchoolfellow, 
and which he repeated for many years, till 
his conſtitution became totally emaciated ; his 
perſon a mere ſhadow of exiſtence, and given 
up by ſeveral of the faculty as incurable; 
but having heard of my reſtorative remedy, 
and its many extraordinary cures, induced 
him to apply to me: upon my examining 
thoroughly the effect of his complaints, I 


muſt confeſs I was very dubious of the power

I ſhall now obſerve an inſtance, as well of 


the bad effects of a too early, or exceſs of 
venereal enjoyments: a young man, who 
had been greatly afflicted thereby, became 
ſo reduced and defective, as not to be able 
to enjoy the embraces of the fair ſex for a 
conſiderable time, having brought on him- 
ſelf a diſorder, I mean that of impotency, 


of which there are three "ſpecies. The firſt, - 


in which caſe there is frequently a ſtrong 
erection, tho' no emiſſion; and if any, a 
thin watery fluid, and even then in a ſmall 
quantity ; this ariſes from a more cloſe union 
than before of the excretory ducts of the 
ſeminal veſſels and proſtrate glands, the na- 
tural conſequence of aſtringent injections, 
_ 5c. 


- 


The ſecond ſpecies of this diſorder is, 
when the ſemen is diſcharged without any 
ſenſation of pleaſure ; the erection being not 


natural, occaſioned by a too great extenſion 


or relaxation of the excretory ducts before- 
mentioned, derived from a gonorrhcea by ill 
| treat= 
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treatment, the neglect of a patient, exceſſive 
venery, or ſelf- pollution. 


The laſt ſpecies of this diſorder is, when 


the penis is weak and languid, utterly in 


capable of erection; this frequently 33 
from two cauſes; firſt, when the ſeminal 
veſſels or proſtrate glands are become cal- 
lous, or filled with fungous fleſh; by which 
means they are but little, if in the leaſt de- 

ee, ſtimulated by the ſemen that is col- 
lected in them. The ſecond cauſe conſiſts 
in a paralytic relaxation of the genital muſ- 
cles, by. whoſe aſſiſtance the penis acquires 
its rigidity and tenſion, But to return to 
the patient: I found, on examination, that 
he principally laboured under the complaints 
that attend the ſecond ſpecies of impotency : 
he told me, that unfortunately having an 
engagement on his hands, that frequently 
obliged him to venereal exceſſes, and having 
formerly abuſed himſelf by elf-pollution, 
which gradually declined his vigour, till at 
length he became almoſt debilitated. In 
this ſituation he purchaſed an empirical 
compoſition : a compoſition ſet off with all 
the art of rhetoric to enforee on the pub- 
lic its efficacy; which, to his ſorrow, to- 
ally debilitated him ; for having taken 2 
doſe, 


( 33 4 
doſe, going to bed according to the direc- 
tions given him; in about an hour after, 
he was ſeized with the moſt” excruciating 
pain in the genital parts, attended with a 
violent priapiſm. Though great the pain, 
he bore it with uncommon patience, for by 
the ſtrength of the erection, he flattered 
himſelf he could perform wonders; which 
prompted him to attempt, by an immen- 
ſity of furious efforts; by that means he 
almoſt killed himſelf, as well as his female 
partner : he was immediately attacked with 
a ſtranguary, followed by a delirium, fo 
that his life was deſpaired of. A phyſician 
was ſent for, who in ſome meaſure relieved 
him, and he voided from the urethra a quan- 
tity of blood and ſpungy fleſh, accompa- 
ped with fainting fits. For three weeks 
he was confined to his chamber, the ani- 
mal ſpirits being quite exhaufted by a fre- 
quent diſcharge of bloody urine, &c. As 
ſoon as theſe complaints began to alleviate, 
they were followed by others of equally 
as diſtreſſing a nature, ſuch as diurnal and 
nocturnal emiſſions of the ſemen to an in- 
credible degree; the penis became quite 
flacid, and a vehement pain and tenſion in 
the teſticles ; his ſight greatly impaired, in- 
fo much that he could neither read nor 
write, 


. 
write, but tears iſſued from his eyes, at- 
tended with a pain over the eye brows, as if 


compreſſed by a weight, and an infinite 
number of other baneful afflictions. 


I gave him my reſtorative medicine; 
with the neceſſary rules for a nouriſhing 
regimen, which had the happy effects in 
about fix weeks to remove the ſymptoms; 
the emiſſions were conſiderably decreaſed, 
and, in ſome meaſure, he reſumed his for- 
mer vigour, though he has ever ſince ſuſ- 
tained a great loſs of memory. I cannot 
forbear taking notice of the ſhocking effects 
of ſtimulating medicines, the preparation 
of cantharides, adminiſtered by quacks to 
excite luſt, which they effect by irritating 
the tender parts of generation, and occaſion 
a ſtimulation ; but, at the ſame time, deſtroys 
the eſſential qualification, by leaving the parts 
utterly incapacitated. 


Dr. Quincy ſays, that in Meckeren's 


obſervation (among other ſtrange inſtances 


of their effects this way) mentions a man 


who by taking a doſe of cantharides, ſo 
inflamed him, that though he had almoſt 
killed his wife, who declared to the phy- 


ſicians who were ſent for next day, that 
he

he that night /epties hortum fodivit; yet 
he continued even in diſtraction with freſh 
rage, until he died delirious. Such muſt 
have been the fate of the perſon whoſe 
caſe I before obſerved, had it not been pre- 
vented by proper aſſiſtance. With reſpect 
to the various compoſitions, offered to the 
public, pretending to cure gleets, ſeminal 
weakneſs, impotency, &c. &c, I have made 
a thorough analyſis of, and always found 
them to conſiſt chiefly of cantharides, which 
I think none but madmen would attempt 
venturing on; for although they excite a 
luſtful deſire, by ſtimulating and forcing the 
veſſels, they pervert all natural vigour, and 
— leave the parts in an irretrievable 
ate. 


As another inſtance of their dangerous 
effects; a few years ago I was called to a 
lady who had been married a conſider- 
able time, without having a child, and being 
very defirous to become a mother, and 
imagining herſelf defective, was induced to 
purchaſe an advertiſed medicine, which is 
recommended to the far ſex to cauſe im- 
mediate conception. She accordingly took 
a doſe, and in leſs than an hour was ſcized 


with a violent uterine fever. In this ſitua- 
| 1 dion 
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tion I found her ; and ſhe being of. a very 
delicate conſtitution, and from what J ap- 
prehended ſhe had taken, convulſions and 
a deli ium would next follow, and that 
nothing but death could relieve her. How. 
ever, though dangerous the circumſtances 
appeared, by my adminiſtering the proper 
antidotes, I was happily deceived in my 
conjectures; for by an afflux of blood from 
the uterus or womb, the malignant ſymptom 
began to abate, but reduced her fo low, a8 
to terminate in a nervous diſorder, and it wa 
upwards of ſix months before the power of 
medicine and the country air could reinſtate 
her in her former health. 


It evidently appears from the caſe of tlic 
gentleman, as well as that of the lady, 
how cautious we ſhould be in taking ad- 
vertiſed medicines, eſpecially without fir 
knowing the abilitics of the author ; and 
I cannot avoid ſaying, it is very remils in 


our excellent police, not to inſpect more 


cloſely the publiſhed medicines, and their 
proprietors, as it is notoriouſly known, thit 
this metropolis abounds with illiterate pre- 
tenders to phyſic. Some of theſe gently 
conceal their names and places of abode; 
under a pretence of bring cenſured for 
quack- 
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aackifiſm, and appoint their pernicious 
comp doſitions to be ſold at bookſellers, toy- 
ſhops, &c. though the real truth is, being 
conſcious of their own ignorance, do it to 
ſhun an examination, even fium their very 
atients; and for mere lucrative views, ſtab 
their fellow-creatures in the dark, 


I flatter myſelf, I have now given ſuffi- 
cient reaſons, as well as ſome infaiccs 
to deter our unthinking youth, and others, 
from exhauſting their natural 1 mph 3

doubt not, but thoſe who read tliis trea. 
tiſe, eſpecially who have addicted them- 
felves to this horrid cuſtom, will know 
from experience, that what I have aſlerted 
is not the reſult of whim or caprice, but 
authenticated by the many diſm:! ſpecta- 
cles, which too frequently preſent them- 
ſelves, acknowledging their guilt of ſuch 
unmanly and pernicious practices; obſerving, 
Parcere noninibus, et dicere de vitiis. Cate. 


treating of their vices, can give no offence, 
but may be a means, I hope, to ſtop this 
abominable practice, as every one, with the 
leaſt reflection, muſt ſhudder at the bare 
apprehenſion of the dangerous conſequences 
reſulting therefrom. 1 have endeavoured 
to render this diſcourſe both uſeful and 
plain to the meaneſt capacity, at the ſame 
time avoiding to injure the delicate ear as 
much as the nature of the ſubject can ad- 
mit of; and ſhall be happy in this publica- 
tion, ſhould it be a means of anſwering the 
deſired effect. 


As 
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As a caution to thoſe whoſe inclinations 
lead them to venereal intercourſes, they 
ſhould firſt conſider their conſtitutions ; for 
let the reader well obſerve, that one of a 
robuſt habit of body, may, with leſs dan- 
ger, indulge himſelf in thoſe enjoyments 
to a degree that would be highly preju- 
dicial, and amazingly impair a perſon of 
a more delicate conſtitution ; and though 
moderation in each reſpect, ought atten- 
tively to be adhered to, yet it is more in- 
cumbent on ſuch, as nature has formed of 
a tender ſtructure, to avoid thoſe exceſſes, 
which their animal ſyſtem is unable to en- 
counter.

gentle, ſalutary exerciſs; and, in ſhort, 1 
keep the animal œconomy as it were in its 
equilibrium: obſerving thoſe rules, we may 
venture on venery to a degree of moderation, 
which if we find is not ſucceeded by weak 
neſs or pain, we may then reſt aſſured is not 
injurious; for as a certain writer elegantly 
expreſſes himſelf:

To conclude. The Divine Diſpoſer of 
all things has implanted in us paſſions for
